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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 11/27/2007 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant argued the following: 

a) In regards to claim 1 , the arrangement of buttons 404 and 418 does not suggest that their functionality are logically interrelated. 

b) In regard to the plurality of logical buttons and their physical equivalents, the physical equivalents comprise a four-button diamond 
arrangement as recited in claim 5. 

c) Chew cannot be cited as a reference under 35 U.S.C. 103. 
The Examiner disagrees for the following reasons: 

Per a), according to Applicant's specification (para. 1 19) states that "logical buttons that are asymmetrically related (that is, logically 
unrelated to each other)". Claim 1 states logical buttons are asymmetrical therefore not interrelated. In response to applicant's argument 
that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., buttons 
with functionality that are logically interrelated) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993). 

Per b), Chew clearly teaches a four button diamond arrangement (Chew, Fig.4, buttons 406). 

Per c), the evidence filed after a final action will not be entered because applicant failed to provide a showing of good and sufficient reasons 
why the evidence is necessary and was not earlier presented. See 37 CFR 1.116(e). 
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
